-Japanese Chin, #02151594, had buildup on teeth, gums red and slightly inflamed 

-Male Chihuahua, no microchip found, had overgrown toenails, one growing into webbing between pads 

-Female Chihuahua, no microchip found, had overgrown toenails 

3.1(c)(l)(i) Housing Facilities.... the surfaces of housing facilities, including houses, dens, and other furniture fixtures 
and objects within the facility must be free of excessive rust that prevents the required cleaning and sanitization, or 
that affects the structural strength of the surface. 

You failed to maintain metal bars, chain-link panels, metal sheets, and metal self — feeders from of rust. 


3.1(c)(2) Housing Facilities.... all surfaces must be maintained on a regular basis. Surfaces that cannot be readily 
cleaned and sanitized must be replaced when worn or soiled. 

You failed to replace concrete in the first building that had become cracked and broken, allowing dirt and 
debris to accumulate in the cracks.
